In this, he dwelled particu¬ 
larly on the recent Episco¬ 
pal Convention in Detroit, 
with its emphasis on mis¬ 
sions, especially the assign¬ 
ment of bishops to three 
danger spots—Africa, Cuba 
and Formosa. 

Under the present rector. 
Rev. Smith, who came to the 
church in 1945, it has grown 
from a little more than 150 
communicants to more than 
400. Also, through his lead¬ 
ership, the church has be¬ 
come fully Catholic in prac¬ 
tice and teaching of the full 
faith.

Disaster Council Adopts 
Dewar Plan As Basis For 
Community Fallout Shelters 


Adoption of a tentative plan for community fallout 
shelters to be used in case of nuclear bomb, missile or 
germ attack and means of dissemination of fallout liter¬ 
ature to 10,000 Sierra Madreans, constituted the principal 
husine.ss before the Civil Defense and Disaster Council at 
its Monday night session in 
City Hall Council Chambers. 

With Chairman Roscoe 
Morgan presiding, the Dis¬ 
aster Council made marked 
progress In considering and 
tentatively adopting a plan 
for community shelter con¬ 
struction offered by Member 
John Dewar, United States 
Army ordnance engineer and 
Sierra Madre resident. 

The Dewar plan for com¬ 
munity shelters, to be fi¬ 
nanced through a bond is¬ 
sue, and as contrasted with 
home-built shelters, would 
provide (1) shelters for the 
two public schools; (2) shel¬ 
ter for municipal officials, 
including the mayor. Coun¬ 
cil members, police and fire¬ 
men, and (3) shelters for the 
public. Possibly two of the 
latter would be needed. 

MR. DEWAR suggested 
that they can be constructed 
on land already owned and 
to be acquired by the city. 

One such property already 
city-owned, is next to the 
Woman’s Clubhouse at 270 
W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The shelters would be 
built at strategic locations

THESE OTHER provisions 
are important: 

“Provide in advance — It 
is wise to plan in advance 
what room you would use 
as a shelter (In case no reg¬ 
ular shelter is available) — 
an interior hall is good. You 
may or may not have water, 
fuel or other utilities. There¬ 
fore, select your emergency 
food rations with this 
thought in mind. The num¬ 
ber in your family will give 
you a ba.se as to quality, 
with variations for children. 

You will probably bo con¬ 
fined for a minimum of 
seven days. The minimum of 
requirements that you would 
need should be quickly 
available. Such as: 

“Battery equipped radio 
or transistor, bottle water 
(2 gallons per por.son per 
week), canned, dehydrated 
and dried food, food supple¬ 
ments (listed in phone clas¬ 
sified directory), fruit juice, 
powdered milk, can opener; 
canned bread, biscuit or 
crackers. Container for body 
wastes, bundles of papers 
and household dl.sintcetants. 

"EMERGENCY Sewage 
Disposal — This offers a 
problem. A small garbage 
can with tight fitting lid for 
body wastes. Use layers of 
newspapers and hou.sehold 
disinfectants. Another can 
for what little garbage there 
will be. Wrap garbage in 
paper and also use di.sin- 


fectants. An air freshener 
and deodorant is advisable. 
Have a prearranged place 
for families to meet after 
disaster if they are sepa¬ 
rated.” 

Disaster Preparedness, as 
compiled by the Pasadena 
Chapter, National Red Cross, 
of which the Sierra Madre 
branch is a unit, is being 
distributed by the Boy Socut 
troops of Ascension Congre¬ 
gational and St. Ritas' 
Churches. It will be mani¬ 
festly impossible for these 
Scout troops to complete this 
di.stribution in the time al¬ 
lotted so copies will be 
available at tlio City Hall, 
Red Cross Headquarters, 
Sierra Madre News offices 
and oilier offices.

' The American Heritage Study unveiled at last week’s 
Pasadena Board of Education meeting is truly worth shout¬ 
ing about! "Not that this is an entirely new program,’’ Dr. 
Robert E. Jenkins, superintendent of the Pasadena Unified 
School District, is quick to point out. 

"But after a detailed ex¬ 
amination, Dr. E. Howard 
Floyd, assistant superinten¬ 
dent for instruction, and his 
curriculum planning com¬ 
mittee have further devel¬ 
oped and strengthened our 
American Heritage program 
with new emphasis at every 
grade level.’’ 

From kindergarten through 
twelfth grade, students will 
follow a course of study 
that emphasizes American 
freedom and patriotism, and 
for the first time an under¬ 
standing of Communism will 
he taught in the lower 
grades. 

FOB INSTANCE, in the 

fifth grade students will be 
given a thorough study of 
our American Free Enter¬ 
prise System and how it 
works, contrasted to the 
Communist system of econ¬ 
omy. They’ll review what 
they learned in the lower 
grades regarding the Ameri¬ 
can freedom of speech, re¬ 
ligion, press, etc., and will 
learn that the opposite is 
true under the Communist 
totalitarian system. 

This study of the Ameri¬ 
can Heritage is thoroughly- 
given, in not only the social 
studies but in related cours¬ 
es as well, particularly gov¬ 
ernment and geography. The 
accent is on America, its 
heritage and its way of life, 
and the individual citizen’s 
responsibility. 

Facts about Communism 
are made expressly clear at 
all levels, and in the tenth 
grade, for instance, the phi¬ 
losophy of Communism ex¬ 
plains “The ideology of 
Communism is applied God¬ 
less materialism!’’ 

The kindergarten teacher 
explains the moaning of the 
flag salute, national holi¬ 
days, patriotic songs, and 
about famous men in Amer¬ 
ican history. From the fir.st 
throu,gh fourth grades the 
curriculum guidelines call 
for the teaching of how our 
countr.y began, concept of 
Free Enterprise, American 
freedoms, government at lo¬ 
cal, state, and Federal 
levels. 

In addition the curriculum 
pre.scribe.s a thorough study 
of such documents as the 
Declaration of Independence. 

Constitution, Magna Carta, 

Monroe Doctrine, Mayflower 
Compact and the Ten Com¬ 
mandments. The latter is 
taught as the basis of all of 
our present-day laws. 

THIS STUDY is in addi¬ 
tion to the use of books in 
the "Golden Rule Series,” 
which Dr. Jenkins explains 
“is the 1961 version of the 
McGuffy Readers, which 
stresses moral and spiritual 
values.” 

At various grade levels 
students learn about Com¬

be deep convictions and 
abiding faith.”

"It is a double pleasure to be able to talk to the mem¬ 
bers of the Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club today, on this day 
celebrating Public Works Week. First, because as a Kiwanis 
member I can relax and talk in a casual friendly way and 
.second because it can be proudly reported that Sierra 
Madre is in the midst of the biggest public works con¬ 
struction period of its history. 

Public Works is ba.sically divided into two phases: 
(1) Construction of the new items required to serve the 
community and (2) Maintenance and repair of the existing 
facilities. 

'To take the better known part of Public Works first, 
the City is pro.sently completing (1) A new water reservoir, 
capacity of one million gallons at a cost including land of 
$130,000. 

(2) A new fire station in the Sierra Madre Canyon 
capable of holding two large fire engines and one small 
engine at a cost of .$20,000. 

(3) Well No. 5 to replace the original water well of 
the city (Well No. 1). This now well will be capable of 
pumping 1,400 gallons a minute and will cost approxi¬ 
mately $35,000. 

(4) Heating and air conditioning the City Library with 
a completely modern .system capable of meeting the prob¬ 
able extremes of winter or summer at a cost of $16,000. 

(5) Sanitary Assessment Districts 69, 70, 71 and 72 are 
completed, .serving approximately 725 families at a total 
cost of $450,000. 

(6) Under lease the new Joint Nursery School, City 
Park building, in Sierra Vista Park, valued at a cost of 
$10,000-$12,000 has just been completed. 

(7) Rest room and conce.ssion facilities valued at more 
than $5,(X)0 have just recently been completed in Sierra 
Vi.sta Park. 

(8) A paved parking space behind the present library 
capable of holding some 16-20 cars and costing approxi¬ 
mately $2,000 is presently under construction.
